Another Explosion of Dynamite Reported

Paris, March 30.—A few days ago an urder 
was issued by Cardinal Richard, Archbishop 
of Paris, directing tha public not to talk upon 
political subjects tn their public addresses.

When they arrived at the church they 
found the church Goors closed and a notice 
posted stating that the addresses had*been 
suspended by order of the ecclesiastical 
authorities. The crowd stood about the 
church tor some time, and finally became up- 
roarious, shouting and yelling and in other 
waysacting in @ most disorderly manner.

LONDON’S UNEMPLOYED,: 


DISORDEELY MEETING OF WORKINGMEN LED 
BY A NEGRO. 


Lonpox, March 30.—The papers this morn- 
ing contained short accounts of the visit yes- 
terday of a number of unemployed workmen 
to the office in Spring Gardens, 8. W., of the 
London Council. With one exception they 
belittle the affair and attempt to hide its 
true significance. They urge their readers 
mot to attach any importance to the incident. 
The facts are that a meeting of the unem- 
Ployed was held previously to the visit to the 
County Council’s office. at which the work- 
ingmen were harangued by a negro named 
Wade. Wade announced that the County 
Council had refused to see a deputation of 
the unemployed. Several violent speeches 
were made, after which a deputation headed 
by Wade, who wore a red cap, marched to 
the County Council’s office. The police were 
warned that alarge force was approaching 
and they filled the approaches to the’ office. 
There was an exciting struggle when Wade 
was ejected. He was subsequently arrested, 
as were aisotwo of his followers who had 
aided him in resisting the police. 


AN APPEAL FOR AID. 


SUFFERING RPSSIAN PEASANTS IN WEED OF 
ASSISTANCE. 

St. PETERSEURG, March 20.—Reports re- 
cetved from the American agents in the dis- 
tressed provinces contradict the statement 
that has been circulated in the United States 
that the peasants are in no further need of 
assistance. These statements have created 
much anxiety among the peasants who are 
in urgent need of corn, especially ed corn. 
They fear that the statements will deter 
Americans from sending further aid. Mr. 
Murpby, one of the Ameritan agents, will 
issue an appeal to the German-Ameri¢éan 
people for aid. He says that there are 
in the distressed provinces 300,000 Ger- 
man colonists, 220,000 of whom 
are Lutherans and 80,000 Catholics, 
who are in distress, who appeal to their 
Kinsmen in the United States for aid. The 
crops have failed for several years andthere 
was bot a drop of rain for ninety-two days in 
i891. The colonists have been decimated by 
spotted andtyphus fever. The Government 
has done all in its power to relieve the suffer- 
ersand has expend nearly 200,000,000 rubles. 
Aid must come speedily in order tobe effec- 
tive.

Confident of Ultimate Victory in the 
Behring Sea Controversy. 


SALISEURY SAID TO HAVE ACHIEVED A 
CROWNING TRIUMPH.

He Never Thought of Going to War About 
the Seale— His Diplomacy Adds Prestige 
te His Foreign Policy—Counting On 
Friends Among the Arbitrators—Text 
of the Treaty. 


LONDON, March 30.—The news of the ap- 
proval by the American Senateof the Behring 
Sea arbitration treaty has beén received with 
the greatest satisfaction, and is considered a 
crowBing triumph of Lord Salisbury’s ad- 
ministration. No aoubt is expressed that the 
arbitrators will decide fairly. It is re- 
membered that both Sweden and Italy are 
eminentiy friendly to England. Sweden 
looks to England as a friend in the event of 
Russian encroachment upon the scand- 
inavia® peninsula, and Italy ‘is equally, 
or even more, dependent upon British 
naval co-operation in the Mediterranean. 
In fact, itis understood that an agreement 


,Aamountingin effectto an alliance has for 


some years existed between Italy and En- 
giand. Another reason why it is believed 
that Sweden will incline to the English con- 
tention is that the Swedes themselves, asa 
Northern maritime people, may wish to have 
a share in the seal hunting, and Swedish and 
Norwegian sailors are largely employed on 
the Canadian vessels employed in that pur- 
suit. Sweden hasastrong general interest 
also ir Keeping the Northern seas open to the 
whole world. 

On the question of the seals being fers na- 
ture the English are equally confident and 
expectto De able to satisfy the arbitra- 
tors that the claim to ownership in these 
animals is utterly untenable. It is now 
known that much ofthe rather defiant tone 
of the English Government, pressand utter- 
ances supposed to be officially inspired was 
not sincere and that Lord Salisbury has 
never thought fora moment of spilling any 
British blood tn defense of the seals. He is 
said to be confident of ultimate triumph in 
the arbitration, and would not think of war 
for‘one year’s catch of seals. The Tories are 
everywhere boasting of the way that the 
government has taken the windoutof the 
Liberals’ sails and added prestige to Lord 
Salisbury’s foreign policy. 

In view of an American cable this morning, 
news of Admiral Hotham’s vessel, the War- 
sprite, is impatiently awaited. She is one of 
the finest vessels in the British navy, and the 
report that she was fiying signals that may 
bave indicated distress have caused serious 
anxiety.

THE TREATY. 


TO BE DECIDED BY THE SEAL 


FISHERIES ARBITRATORS. 
WaASHISGTON, D. C., March 30.—As stated 
yesterday the Senate has ratified the Behring 
Sea treaty. The vote was unanimous. This 
treaty provides that the Behring Sea con- 
troversy shall be submitted to a tribunal 
of arbitration, to be composed of seven arbi- 
trators, the President of the United States 
and her Britanic Majesty to name two each 
and the President of France, the King of 
Itay and the King of Swecen and Norway to 
name one each. The arbitrators are to be 
distinguished jurists in their respective coun- 
tries, and the treaty provides that they 
shall meet in Paris within twenty days 
atter the delivery of the counter case, 
or what might be called evidence in 
rebuttal. The printed case of the two parties, 
accompanied by documents, official corre- 
spondence and other evidence, its to be deliv- 
ered in duplicate toeach arbitrator and to 
the agents of each high contracting party as 
soen as possible after the appointment of the 
tribunal, but withina period not exceeding 
three months from the exchange of the ratifi- 
aty. Within the next three 
unle more. time isrequired, the 
counter cases are to be delivered. 

The arbitrators are commissioned to ‘‘pro- 
ceed impartially and carefully to exmanine 
and decide the questions that have been or 
shall be laid before teem.’’

Walt Whitman’s Remains Laid to Rest 
by Loving Hands. 

CAmMprEx, N. J., March 3%.—Between 11 
o’clock this morning and 1 O’clock this after- 
noon several thousand people viewed the 
body of Walt Whitman, The ‘‘Good, Gray 
Poet’’ looked as natural as in life, and those 
of vis friends who had not been able to see 
him during his last iliness were pleased to 
find his face as calm and placidas if he had 
just lain down to sleep. Among the friends 
and admirers of the late poet present were: 
Geo. W. Childs, Julian Hawthorne, Col. 
Robert G. Ingersoll, Horace Howard Furness, 
Dr. Daniel G. Brinton, John Burroughs, 


J. H. Johnston, Lincoln L. Eyre, J. H. Stod- 
dard, Francis Howard Williams, Talcott Will- 
ams, Dr. R. M. Buck, Thos. B, Harnad, Hor- 
ace Straubel, Judge Charlies Garrison, H. L.

Harned of Camden, Dr. Daniel G. Brihton of 
| Philadelphia, and Dr. R. M. Buck of London, 
Ontario, the friend and biographer of Whit- 
man. 

Col. Bobert G. Ingersoll made the conclud- 
ing address, wnich was an eloguent eulogium 
of the dead poet’s life and works, and his 
service to the cause of democracy, The body 
was then consigned to the tomb. 

SIMPLE, BUT IMPRESSIVE. 

The funeral was suchas Walt Whitman de- 
sired—plain, simple, impressive and loving— 
devoid of vain pageantry or religious cere- 
mony. The details were arranged by his 
triumvirate of intimates, Dr. Buck and Hor- 
ace Traubel, his biographers, and Lawyer

The Quincy granite, of which it Is 
built, was especially quarried to dimensions. 
An idea of the ponderous weight of the 
structure can be forme@ when it is said that 
the front alone weighs seventytons. The 
door is of granite, six inches thick, and 
measures 4 feet 2 inches in width by 6 feet 4 
inches in height. No rods, boits or other 
fastenings are used in the structure, the four 
corners being held together oy interlocking 
or mortising the solid blocks of granite. 

The only metal used are the brass pivots on 
which the door swings and the massive brass 
lock that secures it. The entrance to the 
tomb ts three feet six inches by six feet, and 
the vestibule tn fromt of the catacomb its 
eleven feet three inches wide, seven’ feet 
deep and eight feet high.

The catacombs are eignt in number, in two 
They are of marble of.the unusual 
thickness of three inches. The catacombs 
will be closed by hermetically sealed marble: 
The capstone is the smaliest one in the 
structure, and weighs nearly six tons. The 
roof is ‘of granite, in five pieces, each 
eighteen inches thick. Surmounting ft isa 
circular stone turret, which is pierced by six 
smali holes for ventilation.

FATAL HOTEL FIRE, 


ONE UNFORTUNATE RECEIVES MORTAL 
INJURIES BY A FALL. 


Awakened at Early Dawn to Struggle 
Through Smokeand Flames—Inmates 
of an Adjoining Hostelry ina Panic— 
Two Sisters Dying From Hydrophobia 
—Other Casualties. 


Bostor, Mass., March 20.—Clark’s Hotel on 
Washington street was badly damaged by 
fre, which broke out at4o’clock this morn- 
ing. The guests awakened to find themselves 
enveloped in smoke, became panic-stricken 


Ernst W. Perry of Leominster, Mass., broken 
rib, internal injuries, scalp wound and badly 
burned; probably fatal: Thomas W,. South- 
ward of Cambridgeport, both legs broken, 
and another man named Stockwell of La- 
conia, N. H., one leg broken. A number of 
other guests were bruised. 

Mr. Perry died soon after his arrival at the 
| hospital. , 

Exit bythe stairways was cutoff by the 
thick smoke which, by the time the slumber- 
ing occupants ofthe bullding were aroused, 
was well mixed with flames. A rush was 
made for the fire-escapes on every place. It 
took somefew minutes before the excited 
throng could get the escape in working order, 
and then commenced the sc bie down the 
rounds. it was during this descent that Mr. 
Perry met with the accident. He either 
Jumped or was pushed from the ladder when 
he had reached the levelof the third story. 
While rushing about in search of an exit from 
the burning building, Mr. Southworth mis- 
took the opening of the elevator welland fell 
down three stories, ighting on the top of the 
elevator, where he was found in an uncon- 
scious condition by the firemen when they got 
into the place. 

So rapidly did the ames spread that it was 
impossible for the guests to save anything, 
some of them barely having enough time to 
dress. In the attic were six chambermaids, 
who were with difficulty rescued by the fire- 
men and assisted down the ladders tothe 
street. Night Clerk Townsend says: 

‘*Il was sitting at the safe counting checks, 
when all of a sudden a great burst of smoke 
came up through the floor. I rashed tothe 
hotel box and I pulledinanalarm. At nearly 
the same moment English, the night watch- 
man, discovered the firein the rear and gave 
a still alarm. [ then secured the books and 
put them in a place of safety.’’ 

There were about fifty guests in the hotel, 
and these were speedily awakened. Among 
them were the members of the ‘‘Sbenan- 
doah’’ company, which played in Chelsea 
last night. The fire started in the engine- 
room, inthe rear of the basement, but how 
is as yet unknown. The loss is at present 
difficult to estimate, but will probably be be- 
tween $20,000 and $30,000. The insurance is 
not Known. 

The guests in their panic, seeing the smoke 
curling up the stairway, supposed thatthe 
eniire lower floor was in flames and crowded 
toward the fire-escape at the rear, some 
jumping out of windows and getting more or 
less hurt. They could all have safely passed 
down the front stairs to the street. The 
guests in the hotel had fre-escapes in the 
rooms—ropes with attachments for sliding 
down—but they were too bewildered to-use 
them. 

A very narrow escape was that of three 
men of Engine 26—Lieut. Garity and Hosemen 
Mahegan and Dacey, who were precipitated 
into the front basement Bo giving way of 
the grating protecting the sement window. 
The cellar was a mass of roaring fames and 
for a minute it seemed as though the men 
must perish. whey were rescued, however, 
in an exbausted condition. 

In the Adams House, adjoining the burning 
Dulliding, nearly 500 guests were asleep at the 
time of the breaking out ofthe fire. Lhey were 
promptly aroused, and every preparation 
was made for relieving them and their effects 
inthe event of the fire penetrating the 
heavy partition wall. 

The loss onthe burned building, which is 
owned by Edward Bangs, is estimated at 
$25,000. Thelessee, Marcus Clark, suffersa 
loss of $20,000; insured.

TRIBUTE TO SHERMAN. 


Chauncy M. Depew’s Oration Before the 
_ Wew York Legisileture. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March #0.—The principal 
event of the services in the New York Legis- 
lature in memory of Gen. William Tecumseh 
Sherman last evening was the address of 
Chauncy M. Depew. The orator gave an ex- 
tended review of the General’s military 
career. He said:

At iast the President gage an approval so reluctant 
that itthrew the responsibility on Gen. Sherman, 
and Grant gave his assent. Said Gen. Sherman to 
me, in one of the confidences so characteristic 
of his candid mind: ‘*I believed that this 
permission would be withdrawn and sent immedi- 
ately adetachment to destroy the wires for sixty 
miles. 1 never felt so free and so sure as when the 
officer returped and reported the work done. Years 
atierwards discovered an official mefhorandum 
that, ‘owing to the sudden interruption by the 
rebels of communications with Atlanta, 8 message 
countermanding the assent to Gen. Sherman to 
march acroés the country to Savannah could not be 
delivered.’ ’’ Upon such slender threads hang the 
fate of campaigns and the fame of illustrious men. 


As iWlustrating the General’s devotion tv 
the Government and the course of his 
friends, the orator related this incident: 


I strall never forget a dramatic scene at a notable 
gathering in New York, when Charies Sumner in- 
Girectly attacked President Grant, as a failure in 
civil affairs, by ridiculing Miles Standish. Gen. 
Sherman was 4 stranger to a New York audience, 
and none knew that he could speak. Few mea 
would have dared repiy to the world-famed.orator. 
Bat he had assailed the two tenderest sen- 
timents of Gen. Shermaa—his love and 
admiration for Grant, and his pride in his 

rofession of a soldier. Without any opportunity 

or preparation, but without hesitation, he immedi- 
ately arose to meet this unexpected and surprising 
attack. Defense, under such conditions, would 
with most untrained speakers have degenerated 
into abuse, but with Sherman it 6 the most 
impressive eloquence. it was a direct and simple 
statement of his faith in his friend and a déscription 
of the merits and the mission of the soldier, which 
was like the brilliant dash and resistiess momentum 
of a charge of cavairy through the broken squares of 
the enemy. It wasa speech Capt. Miles Standish 
might have made after 250 years of American oppor- 
tunity, and the ry soul of the Puriten Captain 
seemed inspiring the voice and the presence of his 
advocate, 

Mr. Depew closed his aGdress as follows: 


Gen. Sherman was entirely free from the intense 
and abs orbing passion for wealth, which character- 
izes our times. He knew litule and cared iess for 
the processes of money getting. The one place in the 
country whereffortunes were never essima ed was his 
house, and his was the only presence where riches, 
their acquirement and their use were never dis- 
cussed. 
from the Government, and did 2ot envy those who 
possessed fortunes. In his simple tastes end chiid- 
like simp.icity, as he lived and moved in the midst of 
gigantic combinations and individual efforts to se- 
cure a larger share of stocks and bonds and lands, 
he stood to the financial expansions and revulstons 
of the day as he the Vicarof Wakefield to the 
fashionabie society of his period. 

This soldier, citizen and patriot, this model bas- 
band, father and friend, held a place in ‘every 
heart and a seat by every freside in the jland. His 
death carried a sense of personal bereavement to 
every nousehold and plunged the country in 
mourning. The imposing catafalque bas attracted 
the curiosity of thousands as it has borpe to the 
tomb eminent citizen or soldier, but the simple 
caisson, rumbling over the pavement and ¢arryio 
Gen. Sherman to the side of his beloved wife an 
adored boy in the cemetery, drew tears from wmill- 
ious. His name and his fame, his life and his 
deeds are among the choicest gifts of God to this 
richly endowed Kepublic and a precious legacy for 
the example apd inspiration of coming generations.

Dr. Dean’s Testimony Concerning the 
Lowell Nuisance Matter—OCourt News.

IXDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 30.—It is.ander- 
stood that Minister to Italy Porter has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Washington which in- 
dicates that the Administration is willing to 
pay to the relatives of the men murdered by 
the New Orleans mob, whose Italian cltizen- 
ship has been proved, the sum of 100,000 
francs as indemnity.

Kites Used to Carry Them Across a 


Stranded Vessel 


New York, March 30.—The experiment of 
sending a life line across an expanse of water 
by means ofa kite was successfully con- 
ducted yesterday by Prof. J. Woodbridge Da- 
vis. Witha small party of gentlemen Mr. 
Davis went out to South Brothers’ Island, in 
Long Island Sound. The EKEite, which when 
folded is the size of an oar, was spread and 
two lines attached, which were run out from 
reels provided with ratchets and handbrakes. 
The kite rose instantly in the strong wind 
and pulled hard. By means of two lines it

SMOKELESS POWDER 


~Good Results Obtained by Recent Gov- 


ernment Tests. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—So0me very grati- 
fying results have been obtained with a 
hand-made sample of smokeless powder at 
the naval ordmance proving grounds at In- 
dian Head. The tests with the powder made 
by the Ordnance Bureau’s chemist at New- 
port have hitherto been confined to small 
arms, including the one, three and six- 
pound guns, and the four-inch rapid fire 
gun, promising results having been obtained 


in all cases. With its charges about one-half 
those used with ordipary powder, the veloc- 
ities were increased from 150 to 200 feet per 
second. with no increase of chamber pres- 
sure. The naval Chief of Ordnance at the 
time expressed the hope that smokeless 
powder might come intoexclusive use in all 
guns of six-inch caliber and below It. 

The test which has just taken place was 
with e four-inch gun and an eight-inch gun. 
In the former weapon a thirty-three pound 
projectile was used, with a powder cnarge of 
five and a half pounds. The velocity ob- 
tained was 2,160 feet per second, at a pressure 
ofM.é6tons. In the case of the eight-inch 
gun, an eighty pound projectile was used, as 
is Gone in the foreign services. The powder 
charge was sixteen pounds, and there was 
developed a velocity of 2,415 feet per seconfi, 
and a pressure of 13.6 tons. These results 
compare favorably with those obtained 
abroad under much better conditions. 

This seems to settle the question, if any 
ever existed, of the merit of the naval 
smokeless powder.

and Bass. The casein which the motion will 
be made is that of Hugo Zeller, 
who has a saioon and i theater 
on North sixth strect. All the 
indictments were written by the Assistant 
Circuit Attorney in the same way, and Zel- 
ler’s case being the one on which the test is 
to be made, the rest of the indictments will 
he quashed as fast as the attorneys make 
thefr motions before the Judge. This end of 
the indictments throws the entire cost of the 
proceedings on the State. 
THE LAW FOR THE INDICTMENTS. 

The six indictments were found by the 
Grand-jury upon the evidence of four wit- 
nesses, who testified that they had been in 
the concert halis and had seen women danc- 
ing, singing and selling liquortomen. The 
law is a State law, as follows: 

Females not te be employed in dramshops. Wo 
owuer, proprietor or mpapes & of any dr op, saloon 
or place where « ous, malt or vinous liquors are 
solid at retail employ or suffer to be employed 
any fe e other than the wife, daughter, motiier or 
sister of the Owner as a servant, bartender, waiter, 
dancer or singer in said dramsbop or where 
spirituous, malt or vinous liquors are sold at retail. 

The punishment prescribed for the offence 
isafine of not less than $50 nor more than 
$500, and imprisonment for not less than 
three nor more than twelve months. 

As soon asthe indictment was found, the 
keepers of the concert halls, Jake Esher of 
the Alhambra, Frey & Somervilieof the 
London, Lou Thompson of the place at Sixth 
and Elim, George M. Spence of the 
Palace, Hugo Zeller, and Pearson and 
Feeley of the hall at Sixth and Spruce gave 
bond and got attorneys. It was agreed to 
make the case of Hugo Zeller a test, and 
John Il. Martin, his attorney and boncsman, 
at once fled a motion to quash, after looking 
over the indictment.

Preparations Complete for Opening the 
‘ Strip to Settlers. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., March 30.—All of the allot- 
ments to Indians on the Cheyenne and Ara- 
pahoe Agencies have been completed, county 
seats and lines located and other preliminary 
arrangements made, so that everything is in 
readiness for the President’s proclamation. 
At El Reno, Kingfisher and Hennessy every 
hotel and boarding-house is packed and hun- 
dreds are living in temporary sheds and 
tents. Every incoming train is loaded down. 


Thousands are coming in wagons. Wagon 
trains can be seen going in that 
direction, some of which are a mile in 
length. A message from one of the villages 
in the Indian country, 100 miles east of here, 
Says that nearly 500 negroes have come 
to the new lands on foot from Arkansas. 
It is estimated that April 10, the date fixed 
forthe opening, fully 50,000 people will be 
ready toenter the lands. About one-fifth of 
these will be negroes. The Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe tribes, who have been’ allotted 
lands in the reservation, number 3,500, and 
none of them are civilized in the least. It 
has been but a few years since they were 
openly on the warpath. Over 500 of them 
are now holdinga ghost dance at the Red 
Hills, north of Fort keno, and declare their 
Messiah will yet come in time to keep the 
horde of whites out of their lands.
